DRAFT AIMS 
AT CHILDLESS 
MARRIED MEN 


Washington— Selective Service Direc- 
tor Lewis B. Hershey said recently 
new regulations are “in the wo! " 
for a draft of married men aged 19 
to 26 who have no children. 

Hershey said 4&n order has been 
drafted for the approval of President 
Truman and defense manpower agen- 
cies which would cancel present defer- 
ments for men with one dependent. 

Hershey told the House armed ser- 
vices committee of the proposed order 
during hearings on a bill for universal 
military service and training, 
18-YEAR-OLDS . 

The bill would make 18-year-olds 
subject to the draft. 
members have been insisting that young 
married men ought to be drafted ahead 
of 18-year-olds. 

Extending the draft to married men 
in the 19-26 age bracket can be done 
without legislation. All that is required 
is an executive order from the presi- 
dent. 

Hershey told the committee the pro- 
posed order would limit dependency 
deferments to: 

1. Men with one or more children, 

2. Men with a wife and children, 
and 

3. Men with more than one depen- 
dent. This could be, for instant, an 
aged parent and an invalid sister. 

Hershey said he was virtually cer- 
tain the interested manpower agencies 
would approve the order. He said he 
had been working closely with the 
secretary of labor and the secretary 
of defense. If they endorse it, Presi- 
dent Truman presumably will approve 
it.
